Broad Issue Involved In Army Of­ 


ficer’s Testimony At Hearing

W A SH IN G TO N , Feb. 27. — The national 
capital get* many a tempest in a teapot, but 
none which i* quite so complicated as the 
case of Maj. tan llagood. who indiscreetly 
referred to WHA fund* as ’ stage money" 
because, he said. “ you pass it around but you 
cannot get anything out of It in the end " 


The general wasn’t testifying before a 
public meeting, hut a private session of the 
house sub-committee on appropriations. Ex 
cept for a few sentences, his lengthy testi­ 
mony of Dec. 17 last was all proper and 
pertinent to the matter under discussion. 
Undoubtedly, the general felt the sense of 
privacy of a closed committee room and 
dido t realise that three months later re 
porters would examine the printed record 
and select what they thought would mgke 
interesting reading. 
Today Gen llagood. who incidentally has 
a 
remarkable 
war 
record, doesn't 
know 
offhTally whether, when he was relieved of 
hi* command a year ahead of retirement. It 
was a “ routine' matter or whether he was 
being punished for hi* indiscreet comments 
on administration policy. Nothing officially 
ha* come from the war department admitting 
that the lemoval of Gen. Hagood from the 
kill corps area was in any way related to 
his testimony, but unofficial reports are 
that the action was n dire* ! consequence of 
President Roosevelt’s displeasure 
Should Not Comment On Politics 
Now no army officer is supposed to make 
speeches or public comments on politics or 
even 
public 
polities 
of 
a 
Controversial 
nature. But what is the obligation of a gen 
eral of the army when he is testifying at 
tile invitation of a committee of congress? 
II* is assumed, of course, that he may talk 
freely. Gen. llagood lias a c h a r a c t e r i s t i c way 
of punctuating Ids remarks with dramatic 
phrases, Ile probably would have deleted 
some of his Indiscreet comments had he had 
an opportunity to revise the transcript of 
ins testimony. Unfortunately, it was printed 
and made public without his having an op 
portiltiity to do tills 
Every now it im! then members of congress 
are permitted to revise Hie speeches they 
make on the Hoot of Hid house or senate as 
the case may be. Witnesses before the com­ 
mittees are permitted frequently, especially 
lf they testify bv invitation and not by auh. 
poem*, to eliminate what they do not wish 
to have printed In the permanent record. It 
is resettable that Gen. Hagood wasn't given 
the same opportunity. 
Bul when the testimony I* made public 
and Hie war department in confronted with 
the fact that a high ranking officer makes 
what seem to he gratiiitlniiM remarks about 
lh*- commander In.chief of the army can It 
ignore Hi* action? What would the rank and 
file of Ho m ilitary service think about’it? 
Somethin:; obviously Im* to be done. What 
were the courses o|n-n to the administration? 


Effect Of Apology Questionable 
For on*' thing, letters might have been 
exchanged In which Gen. 
Hagood would 
express regret that Ills off hand remarks 
were taken a* a reflection on administration 
policy and in effect apologising to the sec­

adequate from some standpoints, hut would 
It have «airied as much weight in military 
circles’’ 
Congress has begun to debate the episode 
because there are many members who feel 
kindly 
toward Gen. llagood and who are 
sorry that the act of testifying before a 
cong essional committee should now sub 
lect other officers to fear of punishment.

testimony that will aid it in shaping public 
policy affecting the wise or unwise expen­ 
diture of many hundreds of millions of do!

Th** principle that 
any army or navy 
officer must lie free from Intimidation of any 
kind when testifying before a legislative 
committee, is an important one to the future 
conduct of appropriation committee hear- 
jugs. The war and navy departments may 
w< ll make a rule, of course, forbidding their 
officers to seek opportunities to testify be 
fore congress or to do anything in the nature 
of lobbying, hut. when they tire invited by 
the comniiiitM'h, there ought to lie assurance 
not only that officers can speak freely hut 
that the) will he permitted to omit indis­ 
creet remarks from the published record. 
In this way tile am enities chiv be preserved 
and tho legislative body can he given the 
data it needs on which to legislate.

Now this feeling is much 
changed. 
‘’Germany is neutral. She has no 
intention of getting into the camp 
of the sanctionists. She wants Italy 
to continue strong and be an influ­ 
ence in Europe. 
“ Trade between the two coun­ 
tries has increased somewhat since 
sanctions went Into effect, but not 
much. It has augmented for some 
products and decreased for others. 
"There is no reason why they 
could not reach an agreement on 
Au • tria. Hitler does not object to 
an independent Austria and would 
make an agreement on this point, if 
Italy would agree to let the Aus­ 
trians choose their own 
govern­ 
ment. 
“ Even 
if 
the national-socialist* 
should gain control in Austria and 
ask for union with Germany, Hitler 
would not accept at this time be­ 
cause it would cause trouble.'' 
Locarno Infringement Seen 
Another German of position said 
his country and Italy felt the same 
way with regard to the Franco-Brit- 
ish m ilitary talks. beiieving they 
infringed on the Locarno pact. 
"Germany was assured by Eng­ 
land and Fran e that their m ilita ry ^ 
conversations referred to the Medi 
terranean and not th' 
Phine." h« ^ 
said, "but she doe* not altogether 
believe these assurances. 
“ She thinks that the contacts of 
the general staffs of the two coun­ 
tries are very dangerous. However, 
Germany ha* no* had any conversa­ 
tions with Italy on this subject.”

“other expenses” are tips. provid­ 
ed they are reasonable in amount. 
Traveling expenses are deductib 
hie only when the trip is on busi­ 
ness.
